The Clty Engineer Asserts That Atlanta WI)! Lore 
Theusauds Without a Map. 

At the last session of the city council, City 
hagine er Angier sent in a&a communication 
Orging a special appropriation of $2,000 for the 
bUrpose of making three maps of the city. It 
‘Shot generaily knowa but nevertheless it is 
‘Tue that there is no map of the Atlanta of to- 
day. The last map of the city was 
Maue several years ago. Since then 
the city has undergone so many changes that 
# stranger could not tell that he.was looking 
&t Atlanta when standing face to face with 
the old map. In his communication Mr. An- 
Ser says there is no accurate map of the city, 
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ied « saints that one ie absolutely bidhipeian- 


bie. Ia his address he says: “We have been 
and are still building sewers without any 
positive knowledge of the sizes required, in 
conse quence of which we may 
have expended, and mzy be expend- 
ing, thousands of doilars ucnecessarily. We 
have no profiles of streets, showing the points 
abutting the streets and the grades in front 
ofthesame. We have no map showing.ata 
glance, the location of the main and lateral 
lines of the gas or water pipes, or the position 
of street lamps and fire plugs. We have no 
map csilgar the water shea districts of the 
city, with the areas of the same, Our streets 
are crooked and ill-defined and there is no 
record of the widihs ofthe same. There is 
not a street in the city, which has a 
uniform width fer two bundred consecutive 
feet. With the rapid growth of the city and 
the increased'valuation of property thereby, I 
predict that anless a remedy is speedily pro- 
vided for this hydra-headed evil, that in the 
near future we will tind great trouble, en- 
counter many vexing law suits and incur 
much expense in defining s'reet lines.
